Union Market Dealers Say Re- 
duction Has Been Forced by 
Decreased Demand. 





HAM REMAINS STEADY 


This Is Due to the Demand for 
It and Comparatively 
Small Supply. | 


Union Market dealers in neat Friday 
announced that owing to a reduction in 
the wholefale price of pork chops, pork 
tenderloin and back, a reduction in the 
retail price amounting to’5 cents a 
pound on pork chops and pork tender- 
loin would go into effect Saturday, The 
retail price of bacon will be reduced to 
27% cents, a drop of 2% cents, 

There has been no reduction in the 


price of hogs and the only explanation 
offered by dealers for the lower whole- 
sale prices is that the demand for pork 
at the prevailing high prices has fallen 
off and has forced the reduction. 

The price of ham has remained steady, 
butcHers say, because of demand, and 
the comparatively small supply. 

Butchers have been paving 31% cents 
a pound for pork tenderloin. The price 
Friday. dropped to 25 cents, and the re- 
tail price went from 35 to 30 cents. Pork 
chops for which a week ago dealers paid 
31% cents, also dropped to 25 cents, and 
will be retailed at 30 cents instead of 
35 cents. 

Bacon dropped from 24% cents to 23% 
cents, and one dealer at Union Market 
said he had reduced his retail price from 
30 to 27% cents.

“I'll tell you what you'll arrange,” 
responded McKelvey. “You'll ar- 
range to have those two rooms which 
abut on the fire escapes vacated, the 
doors taken off and the way kept ab- 
solutely.clear from the aisle. And ft 
must be done immediately if you do 
mot wish to be taken to-court,” 

Bathtubs Under Windows. 

In one hotel the narrow ways leading 
to the fire escapes at the rear of the 
pbuilding were so crooked that when 
one had rounded the first turn he not 
only could not see both ends of the cor- 
ridor, but could not see either end. | 

Even in hotels that appeared super- 
ficially to be well protected against fire, 
McKelvey found that the basements 
were littered with piles of paper, shav- 
ings, excelsior and other inflammable 
materials. 

Where there were fire escapes the 
Commissioner often found that the ways 
leading to the escapes were as a rule 
utilized for some everyday purpose. It 
seems to be a fad in West End hotels 
to block the fire escape exit with a 
bathroom. In some the bath tubs are 
directly under the windows leading to 
the escapes. If the door of the bath- 
room were open, it would still be nec- 
essary to climb over the bath tub to 
get to the escape. 

Managers Object to Change. 

McKelvey was vigorously opposed by 
many managers when he told them that 
the ways to the fire escapes would have 
to be cleared, and that guests would 
have to be supplied with ropes in their 
rooms. 

“The guests don’t want ropes in their 
rooms and they won't keep their trunks 
in their rooms,” McKelvey was told 
“We've been running this hotel this 
way for a great many years. It’s not 
like an ordinary hotel. We don't need 
lights and signs here to tell our guests 
how to get out in case of fire. Some 
of*them have been here longer than we 
have and know the building better.”

SINGS AND DANCES 
WITH HIS FORMER | 
WIFE, KILLS HER 


Joseph Dossinger Afterward 
Shoots Self, and Lives 
Ten Hours. 


Two hours before Joseph Dossinger, 
aged 45, of 5730 Terry avenue, shot and 
killed Mary Dossinger, aged 22, his di- 
vorced wife, and hen shot himself 
Thursday. at 2 p..m., he and his wife 
were singing. laughing and playing 
games together in the parlor of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Bensing’s home on Terry ave- 
ite where the tragedy occurred. Dos- 
singer died at 10:15 Thursday night in 
the city hospital. 

At ll o’clock the woman who, since 
her divorce from Dossinger, obtained 
last Oct. 28, had been known by her 
maiden name of Mary Silverthorn, in 
response tO a note written to her by 
her former husband, went to visit him 
at the house of Mrs. Bensing, his sis- 
ter-in-law by a former marriage. 

“Finest Little ' Woman.” 

When the womaa arrived, Mrs. Ben- 
sing, her two daughters, Florence, aged 
16, and Norma, 14 were at home. Soon 
after her arrival Dossinger came in. 
The four went to the living room where 
Florence played the piano and Dossin- 
ger and his former wife sang. Shortly 
before noon the rug in the room was re- 
moved from the floor and there was a 
dance. Then Norma, who had purchased 
a new hat, placed it on the head of 
Mary Silverthorn. 

Dossinger was enthusiastic in his 
praise of how charming his wife ap- 
peared in the new headdress, and, af- 
fectionately holding her in his arms, de- 
clared: “She was the finest little 
woman in the world.” : 

Woman Called for Help. 

After a lunch, at which good feeling 
continued, Dossinger retired to his room, 
leaving the women together. At 2 o’clock 
he called for his former wife to come 
to him and she went. 

Soon afterward Mrs. Bensing and her 
daughters heard the voices of the man 
and woman raised in dispute. A half 
hour later they were again heard quar- 


| reling. 
A cry of “help’’ by Mrs. Dossinger. 


called Mrs. Bensing to the room, where 
she found the door locked. Rushing 
out of the house she looked in at the 
window of Dossinger’s room and saw 
him scuffling with his wife. Her daugh- 
ters pulled her ‘indoors and a few sec- 
onds later came the reports of two shots, 
followed by a third. 

The police were summoned, and break- 
ing down the door of Dossinger’s room 
found his wife kneeling beside the bed 
as if she had begged for her life before 
she was shot. A bullet wound in the 
neck and one in the brain were the 
causes of death. Dosginger was lying on 
his back on the bed, with a bullet in his 
head and a revolver clutched in his 
hand, 

Lived Tégether Six Weeks. 

The Dossingers were married last July 
and separated six weeks later. Since 
her divorce Mrs. Dossinger, under the 
name of Mary Silverhorn, had been liv- 
ing as a domestic with a family in the 
5800 block on Julian avenue. Dossinger 
in a note written to his son, Jacob Dos- 
singer Jr. of 6124 Etzel avenue, which 
was found in the deaé man’s room, inti- 
mated that unless a reconciliation was 
effected he would kill his wife. 

In the note, Dossinger said his former 


wife was going to meet a man employed | 


by Butler Bros., Eighteenth and Olive 
streets, and threatened to “stop her 
forever.”’ The letter said that the wom- 
an was “running’’ with him while the 
divorce was pending.

Adrian O. Rule, real estate dealer and 

member of the Police Board, testified 
in the United States District Court Fri- 
day as a witness for E. G. Lewis in the 
trial of Lewis on a charge of using the 
mails in a scheme te defraud, 

On cross-examination Rule testified 
that he had signed a letter written by 
Lewis in which the University City real 
estate was described in glowing terms 
and which declared that St. Louis owed 
Lewis a debt of gratitude for his activ- 
ities at University City. 

‘In reply to a question by District At- 
torney Houts, Rule sald that he had 
edited out of the letter some of the 
statements Lewis included in it. ‘‘They 
were too extravagant,” he said. 

Walter B. Stevens, a member of a 
committee which examined the subscrip- 
tion lists of the Lewis publications in 
1905, took the stand to testify to the re- 
sult of the investigation. An objection 
to the testimony by the District Attor- 
ney was overruled.

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WEALTHY FARMER 
KILLS WIFE. AND 
CUTS OWN THROAT 


James Bowles of Silex, Mo, 
Begs Farmhand to Let Him 
End His Life. 


James Bowles, 35 years old, a wealthy 
farmer of near Silex, Lincoln County, 
Mo., cut his wife’s throat with a razor 


as she lay asleep at their home between 
4 and 5 a. m. Friday. She died within 
half-an hour. 

Bowles then slashed his own throat, 
closed the razor, put it upon his wife’s 
breast and then fell upon another bed. 
His wounds are not thought to be seri- 
ous. 

Their four children, the oldest a girl 
8 years old; were sleeping in the same 
room. The commotion aroused the girl. 

She ran screaming into another part 
of the house and called John Lyons, 
a farm hand. When Lyons went up to 
Bowles, the farmer begged him to hand 
him the razor so he could complete his 
self-destruction. 

When this request was refused, 
Bowles became wildly excited. He 
begged Lyons to get him a shotgun, 
saying he wanted to kill the whole fam- 
ily. Lyons restrained him on the bed 
and sent one of the children to tele- 
phone for help. 

Insanity Is Theory. 

Coroner Hicks was notified, and went 
to the farm. It is thought that Bewles 
had become suddenly insane. This the- 
ory was strengthened by a statement 
that Bowles’ father became mentally 
unbalanced two years ago. 

Mrs. Bowles was 30 years old. She 
was formerly Miss Nellie Donnelly, the 
daughter of a well-to-do farmer. 

Neighbors, the children and Lyons 
all say Bowles had no trouble with 
his wife and that Thursday they 
joked with each other about the elec- 
tion results. Bowles had not shown 
an? symptoms of a mental break- 
down, it was said.

UFFEUR HELD 
TO THE GRAND JURY 





Driver Who Ran Down Man 
Going to Berlin Fire and 
Fled Refuses to Testify. 





Two inquests into the deaths of auto- 
bile victims were held Friday. In one 
case the chauffeur refused to make @ 
statement, and in the other the defen- 
dant excused, himself by saying that 
after he had applied his brakes his ma- 
chine slid and skidded. 

The death of Albert Genrett, 62 years 
old, of 4716 Olive street, who was run 
down at Olive street and Walton avenue 
last Friday night while on his way to 
the Berlin Hotel fire, was the first in- 
vestigated. 

George Swank, 23 years old, a chauf- 
feur for the Warren Garage and Renting 
Co., who fled after his car had hit 
Genrett, but who later was arrested, 
declined to make a statement when told 
by Deputy Coroner Fath he could use 
his own judgment. 

Found Unconscious in Street. — 

Genrett,. who died at the city hospital 
three days after the accident, was cross- 
ing Olive street at Walton avenue when 
struck by the car. When he was found 
in the street unconscious there was spec- 
ulation whether he had been hit by an 
automobile or by fire engines. 

H. W. Juergens, an automobile 
washer for the Empire Garage Co., at 
Walton avenue and Olive street, tes- 
tified he saw Genrett’s body lying in 
the street before the fire engines 
passed, 

James Hardy, a chauffeur for the 
Warren company, said Swank drove 
his machine in to the garage at 4919 
Delmar boulevard a few minutes be- 
fore 12 o'clock the night of the. acci- 
dent and excitedly said he had hit a 
man on Walton avenue, 

William J. Kuntz, another employe of 
‘the Warren company, also testified that 
Swank said he had struck a man, ind 
declared the fender on Swank’s car was 
bent. 

Kuntz said he had not questioned 
Swank as to why he ‘had not stopped 
after the accident because the chauffeur 
appeared to be too nervous. He arid 
Swank was usually a careful driver. 

Gerold Hempler, 21 years old, driver 
of an automobile truck for the Whit- 
man Agricultural Co., whose machine 
killed Louis Bitsch, a driver for the 
Empire Brewing Co, at Neosho street 
and Nebraska avenue, about 7:20 a. m., 
Oct. 31, said at the inquest he tried to 
stop his machine when he saw Britsch's 
wagon crossing the street ahead of him, 
but the truck slid and skidded into the 
beer wagon. 

Bitsch was knocked from his seat and 
six heavy beer barrels fell upon his 
body, crushing his feet and handa. 

George Overburg of 4724 Pennsylvania 
avenue did not witness the accident, 
but he testified he saw the truck going 
north on Nebraska avenue before the 
collision. He said it was going so fast 
that he went to the front door of a 
saloon to watch it. 

Fath said he would give verdicts in the 
two cases later. 

Swank was held for the grand jury 
after Fath gave a verdict holding the 
death of Genrett was due to criminal 
carelessness on Swank’s part.

VICTORIA'S DIARY TELLS HOW 


SHE PROPOSED TO ALBERT 


Qucen’s Love for Princ: 


Grew as She Pondered 


Over Wisdom of Wedding ‘Him---Finzlly 
Summoned Him to H:r Palace. 





NEW YORK, Nov. 8—A New York, 
paper today prints the following cable- 
gram from London: 

Queen Victoria’s diary, written during. 
her gir..ood, telling how she met Prince 
Albert, fell in love with him, proposed 
to him and married him, was published 


today by authority of King George. The] 


following entry, made in the diary, Oct. 
15, 1839, tells of the royal: romance in 
he young Queen’s own words: 

“At about 12:30 I sent for Albert. He 
came to the closet where I was alone, 
and gfter a few minutes I. said to: him 
that I thought he must be aware why I 
wished him to come here, and that it 
would make me too happy if he would 


| consent to what I wished—to marry me. 


We embraced each other, and he was so 
kind and affectionate. 

“IT told him I Was quite unworthy of 
him. He said he would be very happy and 
was so kind and seemed so happy that I 
réally felt it -vas the happiest, brightest 
moment in my life. I told him’ it was a 
great sacrifice, which he would not al- 
low. 

“I then told him of the necessity. of 
keeping it a secret, even to his father 
and uncle, Leopold and Vockmar, to 
whom he said he would send a courier 
the next day, and also that it was to be 
as early as the beginning of February: 
I then told him to fetch Ernest, which 
he did, and he congratulated us both 
and seemed very happy. I felt the hap- 
piest of human beings.” 

Queen Victoria made up her mind to 
marry Prince Albert after six months of 
deep thought and many long tete-a-tete 
with her mentor, Lord Melbourne. [Fi- 


nally Prince Albert came on a visit. 
The all-important moment had afrived. 
This is how the Queen made known her 
decision. 

“After a little pause I said to Lord M. 
that I had made up my mind about mar- 
rying dearest Albert. 

"You have,’ he said. 
about the time?’ 

“Not for a year, I thought, which he 
said was too long; that Parliament must 
be assembled in order to make a pro- 
vision for him, and that if it was set- 
tled, ‘it should’not be talked about,’ said 
Lord M.; ‘it prevents any objection’ ; 
that it had better be in January or Feb- 
ruary after Parliament met, no later; 
upon which I observed, ‘So soon?’ 

“*You are rather alarmed when it 
corhes to be put in this way,’ he said, 
laughing, ‘which’ I assured him I was 
not. Then I asked if I hadn’t better tell 
Albert of my decision soon, in which 
Lord M. agreed.” 

After describing the wedding ceremony 
the queen devotes nearly a whole chap- 
ter to the famous ‘‘bed-chamber con- 
spiracy,” in which the young, newly- 
married sovereign set her foot down and 
fought for power to have around her 
such women’as she wished, and won 
out. About this time she wrote: “At 9 
came Lord Melbourne, whom I saw in 
my room,.and, of course, quite alone, 
as I shall always do all my ministers.”

GIRL'S TRANCE-LIKE 
MANIA CAUSES HER 
TO FIRE THE BERLIN 


Barbara Arnold Sadly Says She 
Had Uncontrollable Desire 
to See a Blaze. 


DIDN’T REALIZE RESULTS

Miss Bohannon Tells of Girl’s 
Rescue After a Mysterious 
Plunge From Canoe. 








Barbara Gladys Arnold, the 16-year 
old nurse who declares she fired the 
Berlin Hotel last Friday night, 4di's- 
cussed with reporters and nurses at the 


city hospital Friday what she says werv 
the sensations she experienced while 
starting the blaze. 

The girl spent her first night at tho 
hospital in seemingly restful slumb-«r 
and said in the morning she felt re 
freshed and active. She was sent to tle 
hospital at the direction of Circuit At- 
torney Jones to be examined by the 
State’s Lunacy Commission. 

Thursday afternoon Miss Arnold, with 
a broom and dust cloth, assisted in 
cleaning the observation ward and put- 
ting it in order. She enjoyed the wor«. 

She declared she was in a sort of a 
trance at the time, that she did not :x- 
actly realize what she was doing, that 
she had a mad and uncontrollable de- 
sire to see a blaze and that she star*ed 
the fire with that sole object in view. 
She had no idea what a terrible resuit 
ner craving for a blaze would cause. 
She deplored the consequences, she said, 
and was ready and willing to mak.s 
whatever restitution the law demands. 

Sorry for Mrs. Williamson. 

Barbara was especially concerned 
about Mrs. Williamson, her former ¢m- 
vloyer, who has been ill ever since 
the origin of the fire became known 
Tuesday morning when Miss * Arnold 
cried to fire the Windermere Hotel 
where the Willlamsons went after the 
Berlin fire. She expressed deep regret 


‘fat the sorrow she had caused Mrs. 


Williamson and frequently referred to 
Urs. Willlamson’s many kindnesses to 
her. 

The girl declares she has no sweet- 
ieart. She said the Irving Bringes 
nentioned itn her diary was: formerly 
night. telephone operator at the Frisco 
‘dospitel, where her mother is a ma- 
tron, and that he now is attending the 
iniversity at Columbia, Ma. He is 
merely a friend, she said. 

She wished to correct the impression 
that a man might have suggested that 
she fire the Berlin Hotel. Such an in- 
ference was gained from a statement 
the made to her mother shortly after 
her arrest. She said, ‘I did it for him.’’ 
She repeated no one ever had suggested 
incendiarism to her. She said. the 
thought of her father occupied her mind 
when she made the statement to her 
mother, but declared he -positively had 
nothing to do with her action. 

Deeply Affected When Talking. 

Miss Arnold expressed the hope she 
would not be detained at the hospita] 
ong. She had no complaint, but she 
iid not like to stay there. She referred 
to patients as “‘those other poor unfor- 
tunates,’’ and when she spoke of the 
Berlin Hotel fire seemed deeply affected. 
At times in the interview Miss Ar- 
nold would smile as though perfectiv 
‘ontented, and again she would become 
sad—apparently on the verge of tears. 
She said she would make the best of 
her stay at the hospital and several 


mother would visit her. 

A broom and a dust cloth were wel- 
come objects to Miss Arnold when she 
entered the observation ward Thurs- 
day. 

The nurses, believing she might want 
exercise, asked her if she cared to do 
some work. She said 
to help sweep and dust the ward and 
she was supplied with broom and clotn. 


enjoyed it immensely. 

When asked if she cared to read, the 
girl asked for a magazine and one was 
furnished. While not conversing with 
nurses, she kept to her cell. Attend- 
ants were told by physicians not to give 
her newspapers containing accounts of 
the fire. 

Dr. Frederick Hagler, resident phy- 
sician at the hospital,,after an inter- 
view with the girl, declared there was 
nothing in her conversation which would 
indicate a weak mentality and he was 
inclined to share with specialists the 
belief that she is a pyromaniac and 
abnormal about nothing but fire. He 
said after a perfunctory examination 
that it is possible her case is curable, 
but he did not wish to state this posi- 
tively until after the lunacy commission 
has reported. 

Dr. Sidney I. Schwab, chairman of 
the State Lunacy Commission, an- 
nounced he would visit Miss Arnold 
Friday.

It must have new men and 
better methods. It must align itself with the 
scund progressive forces and win public confi- 
dence by public service. The State administra- 
tion must keep the party promises and give the 
people the reforms they demand. Pettifogging 
partisanship and narrow unprogressive policies 
will make short work.of Democratic ascendancy. 

Democratic success in the municipal elections 
next spring depends partly upon the conduct of 
the Major administration, but more upon the 
conduct of the local Democratic organization 
and the character of the candidates nominated 
for office. 

The recent history of St. Louis politics proves 
the value of good candidates.

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A TOO MODEST ALIENIST. ° 


It pains us to acknowledge that Jr. Marc Ray 
Hughes does not come up to our ideal of an 
alienist. It is not often that an alienist gets u 
chance to spread himself such as is afforded by 
the case of the nurse girl who confesses to set- 
ting the Berlin Hotel afire. Yet here-is all that 
Dr. Marc Ray Hughes got out of it—we quote 
from the news: : 

Dr. Marc. Ray Hughes, allenist, visited the 
girl Wednesday, and after questioning her, 
declared that she was a pyromaniac, morally 
unconscious of the enormity of her act, and 
of her criminal responsibility for its’ fatal 
result, 

According to the great Hoyle of words, other- 
wise Noah Webster, a pyromaniae is anybody 
with an insane disposition to incendiarism. Could 
anything be simpler? Pyromania is just a hank- 
ering to burn up something; literally, of course— 
not merely to burn up one’s critics or roast one’s 
adversaries or burn up one’s money or set the 
river afire with ambition or light up one’s per- 
son with alcoholic luminants, all of which are 
equally crazy desires, however. 

So that to diagnose a plain case of pyromania 
is no more of a feat than for a policeman to 
diagnose a plain drunk with a pyrognostic pro- 
boscis. : 

If we were a professional alienist we would try 
to realize some of the impressive possibilities. 
If called upon to observe a case of pyromania 
we would not diagnose it as common or garden 
pyromania and dismiss it with a word or two 
words. If we were an alienist we would also be 
a vocabularian, as Col. Culpeper calis it, or we 
would be nothing. For the benefit of rvally am- 
bitious alienists we will give a brief example of 
how the simple subject deserves to be treated: 

Pyrometrically speaking, this condition is 
one of pyrogenetic origin, analogous to the 
pyrognomic development of  pyroligneous 
compounds, as well as to the recondite prin- 
ciple of pyrolysis, and discoverable only by 
pyromancy or pyromantic divination which 
is a species of clairvoyancy. It is akin,to py- 
resis and yields only to pyrotic treatment. 
Its symptoms are pyrophosphoric and pyro- 
phonic and it is sometimes called pyromania. 
These are but a few of the pyrotechnics of 

which the case is susceptible, but they are enough 
to convey a hint to the wise alienist. To be in-

And it can. be said truthfully 
that Hyams has covered more bave 
limbs and prevented more cases of sun- 
burn and tickled the vanity of more un 
sophisticated persons than any half 
dozen costumers.

that it touched the hem of the wearer's 
gown, and in cold weather could be 
wound around her neck as a boa.

DEMOCRATS CAME 
CLOSE IN FORECAST 


M’Combs Said Before Election 
Wilson Would Carry 40 and 
Perhaps 48 States. 





FITZSIMMONS HIT MARK 


City Chairman Estimated Demo- 
cratic St. Louis Vote 
at 60,000. 


A comparison of the election results 
with the official ante-election forecasts 
issued by Democratic, Republican and 
Progressive national, State and city 
chairmen, makes an interesting study 
of the methods employed by politicians 
to influence voters. 

One of the first official forecasts made 
was given out by William Barnes Jr., 
chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee of New York, and one of the di- 
rectors of the Taft campaign, This fore- 
cast was issued Oct. 27. Barnes’ forecast 
was that Taft would carry New York 
over Wilson by 60,000 plurality, and that 
outside New York City Taft's plurality 
over Wilson would be 110,000. The result 
shows that Wilson defeated Taft in New 
York by approximately 200,000. On his 
guess in New York, Barne* came ap- 
proximately within 260,000 votes of hit- 
ting the mark. : 

United States Senator Dixon, chair- 
man of the Progressive National Com- 
mittee, issued a forecast Oct. 28. He de- 
clared he had figures to show that 
Roosevelt would get .s/ votes in the elec- 
toral college, 21 more than necessary to 
elect. Enough figures are in to show 
that Senator Dixon was nearly 200 elec- 
toral votes wrong on his forecast. 

Democratic Chairman McCombs made 
his prediction Nov. 3, two days befere 
the election, saying that Wilson would 
carry 40 states, and probably the en- 
tire 48. 

The incomplete returns show McCombs 
Was not far wrong in his estimate that 
Wilson would carry 4 states. The re- 
turns show that he has carried $8 states, 
tiat Col. Roosevelt apparently has car- 
ried six states, President Taft three, and 
one is still in doubt. Later returns may 
give Wilson one or two more states, or 


jmay deprive Roosevelt of two that now 


ure credited to him. 

Republican Chairman Hilles issued no 
detailed forecast, but made a general 
prediction, that Taft would be elected. 
The day before the election Dixon 
claimed 25 states for Roosevelt, with 


would carry 12 states with 180 electoral 
votes. 

Missouri returns béar out closely Dem. 
cratic State Chairman McClung’s fore- 
cast, jssued Nov. 2, that Wilson and Ma- 
jcr would carry the State by a plurality 
of 100,000 to 150,000. The figures now 
available indicate their pluralities may 
gO above 150,000. 

Republican State Chairman Elvins ex- 
pressed merely the opinion that Taft 
would carry the State. 





Democratic City Chairman Arthur J. 
“{tzsimmons Was very near the mark in 
is forecast, issued Nov. 2, in which he 
stimated the Democratic plurality at 
7,009 to 15,000. Thomas B, Harvey for 
“reuit Attorney, high man on the city 
ticket, defeated his Republican oppon- 
ent by more than 16,000 votes. The av- 
erage plurality of the Democratic can- 
didates was about 8000. 

Fitzsimmons was close on his other 
figures. He estimated the Democratic 
vote at 60,000, the Republican vote at 
42,000 and the Progressive vote at 27,000. 
Harvey for Circuit Attorney, Newell for 
Public Administrator ahd Major for Gov- 
ernor, all got a vote in excess of 60,000. 
Howard Siderier, the low man af the Re- 
publican eity ticket, received 47,320 votes, 
which ts slightly in excess of the Fitz- 
simmons estimate, and Col. 
the Progressive candidate for President, 
dropped a little below 25,000. coming ap- 
proximately within 2000 votes of the 
Democratic City Chairman’s estimate. 

Republican City Chairman John 
Schmoll] estimated the Republican vote 
at 68,000, the Democratic at 54,000 and the 
Progressive at 12,000. He gave the Re- 
publican candidates from 12,000 to 21,000 
more votes than they received, underes- 
timated the Progressive vote by one- 
half and underestimated the Democratic 
wote by 2000 to 7000, 

Progressive City Chairman Harry J. 
Cantwell estimated the Progressive vote 
at 53,000. This was 29,000 in excess of 
the vote for Roosevelt.

NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—In the Century 
Theater, which cost more than $3,000,000 
to build, George C. Tyler of the Liebler 
company is presenting ‘‘The Daughter 
of Heaven,” which cost more than $100,- 
000 to produce, at a rate of admission 
that names $1.50 as the price for the best 
seats in the house. 

It is Mr. Tyler’s belief that the pre- 
vailing prices of admission to high-class 
American playhouses are out of propor- 
tion to the means of the average play- 
goer. He is firmly convinced, he says, 
that play-producers will gain‘a greater 
profit if admission fees are reduced to 
@ more reasonable figure. As a result 
he announced that in future for all the 
Liebler productions at theaters where 
he can control the prices, the highest 
price charged will be $1.50 for the best 
orchestra seats. 

I went to the Century on Wednesday 
night to see “‘The Daughter of Heaven,”’ 
under this new,dispensation. It is an 
immense playhouse of great beauty and 
luxurious appointments. The audience 
in attendance’ would have crowded an 
average-sized theater to the doors. It 
was an-.audience of higher quality. It 
seemed to appreciate the splendid pic- 
torial appeal of the Pierre Loti and Ju- 
dith Gautier drama of Chinese life with 
the keenest relish. P 

Pictorial Appeal Only One. 

The pictorial appeal of the play is its 
only appeal.

It seemed to me the greatest pity of 
it all, too, that the Hines which Viola 
Allen must needs shout thus strenuously 
are the veriest fustian, mediocre ard 
commonplace to a well-nigh incredible 
degree. Thts, indeed, applies to the work 
of Adaptor Egerton throughout, hapdi!- 
capping not only Miss Allen, but all the 
important players in the cast. The truly 
dramatic story of how the young Man- 
chu Emperor loved and daringly es- 
sayed to win the young Ming Empress, 
thus bringing peace to both their wat- 
wracked peoples, and of how the Em.
